Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

4. Claims 1, 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hanagan (US 4,095,820). 

Hanagan teaches a motorcycle comprising: 

a frame (14); 

a rear wheel (RW, See Examiner annotated Figure 1) rotatably interconnected 
with a rear portion of said frame and supporting a rear end of said motorcycle; 

a mounting member (112) coupled to said frame, said mounting member 
including a luggage rack mounting portion (112), which extends rearwardly and having a 
top surface facing away from said frame, and a bottom surface facing toward said 
frame; 

a seat (12) mounted over a portion of said top surface of said mounting member 
to sandwich a portion of said mounting member between said seat and said frame; 

a luggage rack (110) mounted to said luggage rack mounting portion of said 
mounting member; and 

wherein said luggage rack extends rearwardly of said mounting member in a 
generally cantilever fashion. 

Note, while Hanagan, which only shows a partial view of the motorcycle, does 
not clearly teach a steering assembly pivotally mounted to the frame and a front wheel 
rotatably mounted to said steering assembly and supporting a front end of said 
motorcycle, these components are inherent on a motorcycle.

5. Claims 3-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not show a motorcycle as disclosed having the recited 
curvature, side surfaces, first and second arms, and stiffening ribs as claimed. 

7. 11-20 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show a motorcycle as disclosed having the recited curvature, side surfaces, 
first and second arms, and stiffening ribs as claimed.
